It is believed that he can aie .uately 
bury the *50,00 difference in his monthly expenditures. AECAFEllii's escrow 
do; osit has been raised froa ilGO.QO to *200.00. We feel that this is 
justified in view of the fact that AECAPELINtais not had a raise for over two 
years, a net will be devoti.:g all of his efforts to XUBmiK work while in Franco, 
whereas in Germany he had a profession of ids own and occasional sources of 
outside income., AECAIfi-IN is furthermore again delaying his emigration to 
the U.S. on our belief. Also, from KU8ARK 1 s point of view, it is to our 
advantage to huVe AECAPELIN bui.Ld up a more substantial account in the 
U.o. in order to ticia him over who he eventually do*3 emigrate.

1. Operational Ar«a - The princi pal opera ticnul area will be in or near 
Paris, but will extend elsewhere in France and western Europe as 
operational opportunity warrants. 

2. Intent of Prelect - The intent of the project is to assist in the 
development of emigre operations against the RIS in accordance uith 
the priority target of the KUFIRK mission in France, and the increasing 
emphasis on CE in KUBAiiK. 

3. Background - The new A'IBaTH project involves the transfer from Germany 
to France of the adBATil principal agent, ALCAfftlh. AECA.PiLLt, now 
under Munich Operations Base co trol, is a qualified, capable and well- 
trained CE Lnfonnant who has beon used by KUBARK in Austria and 
Germany since 1947, and who is desirous of leaving Germany for personal 
reasons and because of an# increasingly tight operatic ;al situation, 
due to his having circulated among the some unwitting informants for 

a long period of time. Thi3 transfer and the neu project AKBATH has 
been discussed with, and has received the concurrence of MOB which 
feel3 that ;V CAu-LiU may have a production* of eventually greater 
significance if he i3 transferred to France. ROB case of: icers 
also felt that he would probably continue to produce information of 
value to Germany while in France, anl that his contributions to Cm 
operations against Soviets in France would be of long-range Interest 
to Germany by giving a perspective to emigre operations against the 
Rib currently being run there.

3 . ^bjeptjvfa - ^..C/iR&LIH's objectives will be to provide CE information 
on emigres from the USSR. As A£CAF~L!a is Ukrainian, the CE informa- 
tion will probably concern Ukrainians Tor the mo;it part except where 
AfCAraLIh* is specifically directed to develop another field or 
Individual. 

6. flor-eta - The targots of the project are Soviet personalities and 
installations in France, Alb activities in France, pro-soviet elements 
among the eagres from the USSR, and emigres, pro or contra the 
Soviets, who have points of contact with them. 

7 . Tftskp - Specifically, after the period of time necessary to his 
establishment, Ar.CAhi.Llh *s first mission will be to provide & gerrral 
orientation on the Russian emigration in relation to the Soviets, 

His second misjion will be to develop unwitting sources of information 
on those contacts with Soviets, and thirdly to spot individuals who 
might be recruited Independently as witting sources of information. 
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8. Coordination - Coordination has been initiated with Munich Operations 
Base, and \ l\l be necessary on a continuing basis* The extent to 
which coordination will be needed once AECAt EL1N 1 a transfer is com- 
pleted depends on operational developments.

b. AHCAPELIIJ is a Ukrainian of middle a/;e who has been employed by 
KUBAKK as an informant since 1947. He has been active in 
intelligence since the 1920's, and is oxtreiawiy capable In 
obtaining information from a wide variety of sources with 
discretion. Throughout his career with KUBAill the fact that 

he had any American contact has be .n kept secret from his 
acquaintances so far as is known. As a non-purty man, he has 
earned the confidence and confidences of a variety of Ukrainian 
political leaders. 

c. Pull operational clearance has been obtained. 


10. Cover 


Cover is not provided by KUBAUK and does not involve a FBFuIME 
organization. AECArELi;; has applied for admission to a theological 
institute in Paris. Although he is older than aost of the students, 
he feels that It i3 logical for him to attend the institute in line 
with hie profession as it awards advanced degrees which he has not 
obtained elsewhere. ALCArELIii, in exploring the technical problems 
involved in moving to France in conversations with hi a friends, 
has introduced his plan of attending the institute and claims that 
his friends accepted this as natural* He has arranged a scholar- 
ship of about 300 DM per month with the World Council of Churches 
which has supported hie and his activities for several years. 

He also plr.no to h^ve approximately 300 DM per month transferred 
fro : his German bank account of 3,000 EM. < 


b. Case Officer ic c_ 
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Tha agent will be attending a theological institute which has 
students of all Russian and .Satellite nationalities, and will be 
in contact soon after his arrival with six of seven Ukrainian 
individuals or group3 which he already knows. Given these 
circumstances, the freedom of a student, an: the operational 
know-how which he has, the agent should have little difficulty 
in building up a wide circle of unwitting informants in France 
Just as he has in Germany. 
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11. Qflggiuftlttfltiflaa - 

a. Up to the present time AiXAFELIN has been contacted in Germany 
in a sterile car with German plates according to prearranged 
times and places* If any passerby had spotted the case officer 
as an American, AECAPELIH would have explained that the American 
was connected with the World Council of Cl lurches* As the World 
Council cf Churohes has an office In France, It may be possible 
to use the same excuse* However as the high accident rate 
makes the use of care with illegal plates hazardous, meetings 
will take place either on foot in a varied set of times and 
circumstances, or under legitimate cover, such as a teacher giving 
language lessons regularly to the case officer. 

b. There will be no sub-agents in the revised project AEBATH, as 
AECAPELIH II will remain in Germany*

12. fiaatagl-anfl ItotlYatlaa 

a. Through the gradual betterment of his position since he was 

e penniless DF in Austria in 1946, to the present time at which 
he has the premise of eventual emigration to the USA, his future 
has gradually be<Kuaoooro and more dependent on the good-will N 
of the USA as by his case officers. Although he has 

never been vholely supported by us, his pay during the last 
two years has provided him with small luxuries and comparative 
freedom from worry, and his escrow account in the Ud represents 
a safeguard against the future. Iu addition to that, he Is an 
antl-Communiat who has suffered on account of the Communists. 
Although he is a Ukrainian patriot he has not found a political 
party to egress his views or to provide medium for what he 
considers effective outlot, and ho has probably found a substitutes 
outlet in hi a lone alignment with US intelligence. It is probable 
that ho will remain loyal as long as his future existence Is 
closely associated with the USA, provided he continues to have 
a good relationship with his case officers and to believe that 
the Americans are the leaders in the cold war against Communism.

14. . Timetable - The project is of indefinite duration. It is anticipated 

that AECAPELIN will effect his transfer to France in one to three 
months, depending on the complications of obtaining his papers, and 
ensuring the right to retain German domicile, etc. Until that time 
he will continue his previous assignments under HOB jurisdiction 
in Germany. During the period prior to transfer AECAPELIN will 
Incur some expenses (see Part II, paragraph 13d) which are covered 
by £ae project. The increase In salary (see Port II paragraph 15 
a and b) should become applicable as soon as AECAPELIN leaves 
Germany for Franco*
